Just another Nobel Prize 


Yeah, right! 2 professors from 
the University of Chicago 
share prestigious honor

Go looking for an economist at the University of 
Chicago and you have surprisingly decent odds of 
running into a Nobel Prize winner. 

The Hyde Park university added to its amazing 
legacy Monday when two of its scholars shared in the 
Nobel Prize in economics. Eugene Fama and Lars Pe- 
ter Hansen were rewarded for developing methods 
to spot trends in the prices of stock, bonds, homes 
and other assets. 

Along with a third winner, Robert Shiller of Yale 
University, they will share in the $1.23 million prize. 

Their work has had a profound effect on academic 
research and changed the field of finance. The emer- 
gence of low-fee, index mutual funds that are part of 
every retirement plan is one prominent example. 

“Modern finance is very much about the empirical 
study of asset markets, due in large part to the work 
of these laureates,” said John Campbell, a Harvard 
University economics professor. “For me, personally 
these are three men whose work Fve been studying, 
working with and grappling with my entire profes- 
sional life.” 

For a few hours Monday, the serious atmosphere 
on the University of Chicago campus was replaced 
with joy and excitement, as the university feted its 
latest laureates. A boisterous, standing-room-only 
crowd of students and faculty greeted Fama and Han- 
sen as they met the news media in the sunlit atrium at 
the U. of C. Booth School of Business. 

Gary Becker, 82, who was awarded the economics 
prize in 1992, sat in the front row He fondly remem- 
bers being treated as a celebrity after he won. 

“You’re treated like you’re royalty, and for the rest 
of the year you’ll have all the doors open for you,” he 
said. “Everybody wants you to speak. It’s a remark- 
able period of time. I recommend it to everybody” 

Fama, 74, and Hansen, 60, both credited the uni- 
versity for building a roster of distinguished faculty in 
the economics department. The faculty promotes an 
intellectually rigorous yet collegial culture, they said. 

“I’ve said this many times before, but whatever I

am owes at least two-thirds of it, maybe three-quar- 
ters, maybe 90 percent to the University of Chicago,” 
Fama said at a morning news conference. “The inter- 
action you get from your colleagues is so influential 
in building your work that you cannot underestimate 
its impact.” 

Hansen thanked the many role models and co- 
workers in the economics department that have 
molded his work. “For them, economics was sup- 
posed to do something. It was supposed to explain 
the world, and it was supposed to be critical,” he said. 


University of Chicago professors Eugene Fama and Lars Peter Hansen, 
along with Yale professor Robert Shiller, won the 2013 Nobel Prize in 
economics Monday for research that helps explain “how and why the prices 
of stocks and bonds change over time,” according to the U. of C. Fama and 
Hansen are the 27th and 28th people associated with the university to win 
the Nobel Prize in economics. Overall, 89 people with ties to the university 
have won a Nobel Prize.

Peanut lockdown 


Are you ready for some 
allergy-free NU football?

When the Northwestern Wldcats face off 
against the Minnesota Golden Gophers at 
Ryan Field in Evanston on Saturday some- 
thing will be missing: peanuts. 

Northwestern University is hosting its 
first peanut-free football game to give fans 
with allergies a chance to focus on the game 
instead of worrying about negative reactions 
to the popular stadium snack, which can 
range from mild irritation to life-threatening 
anaphylactic shock. 

That’s a big draw for Joyce Mason’s fam- 
ily Northwestern fans from Gurnee. Ma-

Hall of Fame basketball writer Sam Smith 
probably has forgotten more about basketball 
than most people remember. 

But when it came to Derrick Rose’s knee 
injury and the backlash he took for sitting out 
the 2012-13 season, Smith saw something he 
hadn’t witnessed in 30 years covering profes- 
sional sports: fans turning on the homegrown 
star of the hometown team. RedEye talked to 
the co-author of “The Jordan Rules” for his 
take on Rose’s injury and the 2013-14 Bulls. 

Talk about why you were upset by the back- 
lash toward Rose. 

I was shocked at the level of vitriol towards 
a popular and cooperative player. I’d never 
seen anything like that, questioning an injury 
I’ve never seen a player’s injury questioned 
to that level. It would be one thing if it was 
Rasheed Wallace, but Derrick Rose is a 
good guy He’s cooperative and friendly to 
everybody, and to challenge his character and 
his motives, I was personally getting upset. 

I thought the character assassination for 
this guy, of all guys, given the severity of the 
injury, it was just unprecedented. 

A lot of the criticism of Rose came right here 
in Chicago. What did you make of that? 

I felt like I became a defender of Derrick, 
not just because I write for the Bulls website, 
{but} because of how I felt about that. I was 
on a local radio show with an ex-football 
player and he was talking about how he had 
an ACL injury This was a fat lineman who 
was 300 pounds and could barely move, and 
he was comparing himself to Derrick Rose. 
That’s how ridiculous it got. 

Most of the anger seemed to stem from 
people thinking he wouid come back last 
season. Did you think he wouid play last 
year? 

I thought very early on, from the beginning 
of the season, that he wasn’t going to play 
and I thought it was the right thing. 

Do you think the disconnect came from 
people not knowing the f undamentai differ- 
ence between being hurt and being injured? 

Yes, way injured. This guy had a serious 
knee injury that required reconstructive 
surgery What makes Derrick unique in many 
respects is, to me. I’ve never seen a player 


like him in the history of the NBA at the 
point guard position to play explosive like 
that. Here is one of the great gifts to sports, a 
point guard who plays like this. If he were to 
lose that, it would be terrible. 

How much do you think Adrian Peterson’s 
comeback from his ACL injury with the 
Minnesota Vikings infiuenced what people 
thought about Rose? 

It’s a different situation. First of all, he’s a 
football player running around in armor and 
he’s not jumping. The key to Derrick is his 
explosiveness and how he can do these things 
in the air. People tend to take the one excep- 
tion— and Adrian Peterson was an exception 
because nobody had ever done that before— 
and think that everybody should be able to 
do it. That was really unfair to Derrick to 
compare him to the one guy who did some- 
thing very unusual. 

How do you think the Buiis wiil do this 
season? 

I think they’re very good, and I think they 
have a real chance to be in the Finals. But 
with that said, so do eight other teams. I 
think the league is really good and there’s four 
legit championship teams in the East, four or 
five in the West, and you can be really good 
and not get there. But this is the best starting 
five since Tom Thibodeau has been here.
